NEW YORK, October 27.—The Ansonia Watch 
and Clock Works, Brooklyn, burned. Loss 
over halfa million. The works have been in 
operation about fourteen months. The build- 
ing and machinery originally cost over 
half a milifon dollars. From time to time 
additionul machinery hes been added and im- 
provements made until, itis said, the works 


were the most complete in the country. Some 
of the machinery and new inventions 
will be difficuit to replace. 
Mr. Davis, superintendent of the works, 
suys itis not likely the factory will be erected 
on the same site, and that the company will 
put up apother factory as soon as they can 
setule up their business.

THE DETAILS. 

NEW YORK, October 27 —The factory was 
erected ut Seventh avenue and Twelfth street 
o enhance the value of a tract ot land owned 
by the proprietors of the works, and the 
beignborhovd was building up rapidly. The 
Origin of the fire is not definitely known. The 
watchbivan says he was making bis rounds o1 
the buildings, and npon reaching the fourth 
floor there was s# report resembling an explo- 
sion of gas and immediately the flames burst 
forth.

It arose the third time 
and endeavored to reach the men, who had 
retreated toa safe distance, but fell after 
waking afew stepsand died. The bear had 
hut threefeet. Oneof its fore paws was 
missing. Forthat reason the restdents of 
Guyon Settlement believe that the dead bear 
was the one that was in the neighborhood three 
years ago. The bear was very thin, but was 
the largest ever killed in that region. In good 
condition it would have weighed 500 pounds. 


The Late Harry Beckett. 
From the New York Sun. 


Harry Beckett, for seven years the popular 
low comedian at Wallack’s Theater, died in 
London on Saturday of a chronic disease for 
which be had lately endured a surgical op- 
eration. This was a pecuniarily sad termi- 
nation of an effort to realize his ambition by 
making a London reputation. Beckett first 
went on the stage as a comic singer in Birm- 
ipngham, Engiand, and soon 2 an 
aptitude for grotesque acting; but he had 
not made much progress in his profession be- 
fore Lydia Thompson engaged him for the 
burlesque company which she originally 
brought to (this country in 1868. He was 
liked bere, and for five vears remained with 
the successive Lydia Thompson organiza- 
tions. He had a mobile face, and could put 
it into a variety of comic shapes; and his gro- 
tesque antics did much to popularize the 
English style of extravavanza in this coun- 
try. But he desiredto rise above buffoonery, 
and to this end secured an engagement at 
Wallack’s in 1873, He soon had good oppor- 
tunities in Tony Lumpkin’? and Bob 
Acres.“ and thenceforth was a great favorite 
with Wallack’s audiences. He was not ver- 
satile, nor an able mimic, nor ever able to 
aink his personality in anv cnaracter; but he 
was alwave droll and lauebter-provoking. 
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Tour,“ and wrote back that he had mo cause 
to complain of his reception, though the pla 
failed. While engaged he was taken fata!ly

HOW TO TREAT A WATCH. 


A Few Simple Rules for the Preserva- 
tion of a Perfect Timepiece. 
From Chambers’ Journal. 

Having obtained a really serviceable article 
you should, in order to produce satisfactory 
results, follow out these rules: Windup 
your watch every day at the same hour. This 
is generally done at the hour we retire to rest, 
or perhaps better stl, atthe hour we rise. 
Avoid putting a watch onamarble slab or 
near anything excessively cold. The sudden 
transition from heattocold comtracting the 
metal may sometimes cause the main spring 
to break. Indeed, the cold coagulates the 
oil, and the wheel work and pivots working 
less freely affect the regularity of the time- 
keeper. When we lay our watch aside 
we ought to atope it on a watch-case, 
as to keep it nearly in the same positionas it 
has in the pocket. In laying aside your 
watch be sure that it rests on its case, as by 
suspending it free the action of the bilance 
may cause oscillation, which mav considera- 
bly interfere with its going. If you would 
keep vour watch clean you must be quite 
sure that the case fits firmly, and never put it 
intoany pocket but one made of leather. 
Those pockets which are lined with clotb,cot- 
ton or calico give, by the constant friction, a 
certain quantity of fluff. which enters most 
watches, even those the cases of which shut 
firmly. If the watch is not a“ kevless““ one, the 
key should be small, in order that we may 
feel the resistance of the stop-work; then we 
can stop in time without forcing anything. 
It is also necessary that the square of the key 
should correspond with that of the watch. 
If it be too large it may in a short time cause 
the wind-up square to suffer from undue tear 
and wear, the rectifying of which is rather 
expensive. The bands of an ordinary watch 
can be turned backward without much risk. 
It is, however, always better to move the 
hands forward to adjust your watch to cor- 
rect time. 

A skilful watchmaker thus reasoned witha 
customer who compiained of his watch: 
„Tou complained,’’ said he, that your 
watch gains a minute a month. Well, thea, 
you will congratulate yourself when you have 
heard me. You are aware that in your 
watch the balance, whichis the regulator, 
makes five oscillations every second, which is 
four bundred and thirty-two thousand a day; 
so that your watch. exposed to a1] the vitissi- 
tudes which heat and cold occasion it, the 
varying weight of the air aad the shaking to 
which it is subjected, has not varied more 
than a minute a monbh, or two seconds a 
day. It bas only acquired with each vivra- 
tion of the balance a vawiition of the two 
hundredth and sixteen thousandth part ofa 
second. Judge, then, what must be the ex- 
treme perfection of the mechin.sm of thts 
watch !’’ 

A witch cannot go for an indefinite period 
Without being repuired or cleaned. At tue 
expiration of a certain time the cil dries up, 
dust accumulates and wear and tear are in- 
evitable resuits to the who'e machinery, the 
functions becoming irregular and frequentiy 
ceasing to act altogether. A person possess- 
ing a waich of good quality and desirous of 
preeerving it as such should have it cleaned 
every two years atleast. But care should be 
taken to confide this cleaumg or repairiog to 
careful hands; an incapable workman may do 
great injury to a watch even of the simplest 
construction. 


How a Town Was Born.

One day lastsummertwo men who were 
riding in the SanJuan country, below Ani- 
mas City, Colorado, drew reins that they 
might water their horses in a delightfully 
cool stream.

Already the Animas and Du- 
rango stage line“ figures in the spicy local 
paper. The town is located in a valley, and 
is almost surrounded by mountains, which 
make the rest of the San Juan country so dis- 
agreeable in winter. A half-dozen saloons 
are in full blast. The Durango dance-hall is 
a thing of life. The Durango church ls a 
thing of the future.

The new action originated with Mr. A. 
Corbin, of New Lork a cousin of Kate’s, he 
acting under power of attorney, telegraphe 
Mr. Chaffee, the trustee of the Sprague 
manufacturing firm, to take possession of her 
perronal propery at Canonchet, where the 
ex Governor has been living since Kate fled. 
In her behalf, Chaffee, who is inimical to 
Sprague, appointed Robert Thompson custo- 
dian of the place at Canonchet, and 
authorized him to issue a writ of 
replevin, which he has not yes served for 
reasons which are shown. The news 
reached Sprague, and he at once took down 
the now famous shot-gun, and, intrenching 
bimself in the beautiful mansion, now calmly 
awaits the oncoming of the repleviners. He 
has been worked up to a degree of frenzy and 
exasperation which is without parallel, and 
solemnly proclaims that no man shall set 
foot wi bin Canonchet with any business such 
as Mrs. Sprague and Corbin have started. 
Thus far the custodian has had the fear of 
the shot-gun policy before him, and has not 
served the writ. 

Sprague swears that the man who tries to 
enter the place will be shot down like a cur. 
He claims to hold possession in the interests 
of the Aquidpouk Company, of which he is 
the superintendent appointed by the trustees, 
and will not allow tbe emissaries of Kate to 
gain a foothold. He is securely intrenched, 
and will hold no parley with any one. This 
new phase of the matter has recalled many 
new elements inthe case. 

Roscoe Conkling, who has been stumping 
in Indiana, is known to have beenin company 
with Mrs. Sprague during part of his travels. 
While returning to Buffalo he occupied a 
drawing-room car, the doors ot which were 
kept securely locked during the entire trip, 
and when the train reached Buffalo Mrs. 
Sprague suddenly appeared. A gentleman 
named Seymour, who has been a friend of the 
family, was at Buffalo at the time Roscoe and 
Kate were there and called upoa Mrs. 
Sprague. ‘his information he has just im- 
parted to the ex-Governor, who is further 
frenzied thereby, and cries out for the blood 
of Roscoe. This situation of affairs has 
brought to light a primary chapter in the 
Sprague-Conkling imbroglio, which has 
bitherto been kept aninviolate secret. This 
is not the first time Roscoe has violated the 
home circle of Sprague. Some years ago he 
insinuated himeelf into the fireside circle, 
and bicume 80 open in his 
caresses of the fair Kate that the hus- 
band was aroused, and became so wild at the 
thought of his wife’s perfidy that he would 
have rehearsed the Sickles-Key tragedy then 
and there but for the interference of friends. 
Sprague would not, however, sit down idly 
under the insult, and, after adayortwo had 
passed, and bis terrible passion had some- 
what cooled, he sent a challenge to Conk ing, 
which wasin due tame accepted. Prelimi- 
naries were at once arranged by mutual 
friends, the seconds were chosen, surgeons 
were selected, and the tragic affair reached 
such a point tbat the ground was fixed upon. 
At tbe interposition of friends they again 
stopped the affair with Sprague’s consent 
upon one unalterable c ndition—that Roscoe 
Conkling should never again invade the 
Sprague home fecircle. To this Conkling 
agreed, apd the ex-Governor then gave 
him «a warning that if ever Roscoe 
was caught ner his place in Uhode 
Island he would shoot him as he w ouida dog. 

Kow far Rosece abided by his sacred 
pl: dge tothe plucky liule Governor is illus- 
trateu in his epwearance at Canonchet in the 
‘unimer of 1879 and the renewal of his en 
res:es to Mrs. Sprague. With his escapade 
here the country is familiar, as it also is with 
the decisive manner in which Sprague pro- 
posed to keep his word of two vear=ago. 
The time intervening between the day when 
Sprague and Conkliog proposed to abide by 
the code, and the renewa! of Conkling’s ad- 
vanoes o Kate, is thus shown to have been 
but a few months. Mrs. Spregue has been 
missed from her usual haunts for some time 
past. She has ostensibly been traveling for 
ber health, but her discovery at the same ho- 
tel in Buffalo with Conkling betrays the se- 
cret of the kind of health she was seeking. 
Mr. Seymour, who discovered her, is a gen- 
tleman of unquestionable veracity, and has 
been a warm friend of the ex-governor and 
Mrs. Sprague. That she was in Buffalo with 
Roscce cannot be doubted when Mr. Sey- 
mour states that he had a social chat with her 
at the hotel. 

A day or two ago Sprague, thinking it 
would be of pleasure for his son Willie to 
visit his mother, who was supposed to be in 
Washington. and the boy wishing to go, he 
telegraphed Mrs. Sprague to know if it would 
be agreeable for ber to have Willie for a few 
days. He received the reply that Mfrs. 
Sprague was awaytraveling, and that any 
business the ex Goveraor had todo with Mrs. 
Sprague must be done through her legal re- 
presencatives. 

With regard to the writ of replevin, which 
is the outcome of Mr. Oorbin’s efforts in 
Kate’s behalf, itis learned that it calls for 
the personal property of Kate, which is said 
co consist of table ana bed linen and other 
household articles. The Governor claims that 
these goods are part of the property now ein 
the nands of the trustee, and in the event of 
their removal he would be held responsible. 
Aside from this, their absence from Canon- 
chet would contribute toward breaking up 
his home, a circumstance which he does not 

ropose to permit. The flagrant efforts which 

rs. Sprague and her friends have made to 
drivethe Governor from Canonchet have 
made bim sour and stubborn. The writer 
saw him but a short time since, and he was a 
haggard, broken man, bearing unmistakable 
evidence of the wear and tear of the distress- 
ing annoyances by which he 1s encompassed. 
Hie is nervous and sullen, having lost the 
buoyancy for which he was once noted. He 
keeps by himself, and takes solitary walks 
about the grounds at Canonchet, and is vis- 
ited at intervals only by one or two staunch 
and old friends, who have stood by him in 
all his troubles. But now that he has in- 
trenched himself within the walls of his man- 
sion even tbese are denied admission, and he 
1s on guard night and day to enforce his shot - 
gun policy should there be any attempt to 
oust him. The new phase of the case has 
created unbounded excitement in this city 
and much speculation is indulged in in re- 
gard to the result. 

It is beheved that the writ of replevin will 
be served if it requires the aid ofa posse of 
police. There seems to be no doubt that Mr. 
Thompson will serve the writ. In that event 
there seems to be little question that there 
will be bloodshed, for Sprague is determined 
to bold the fort at all hazards. The sympa- 
thy of the people of this section is largely 
with the Governor, andthe machinations of 
Corbin and company are vigorously de- 
nounced. Mr. Thompson to-day left this 
city for Canonchet, and is to-night in the 
neighborhood ofthat place. One of the as- 
sociate counsel informs your correspondent 
that Mr. Thompson will return to this cit 
to-morrow (Saturday) morning, at whic 
time the fruits of his journe Il be learned. 

It may be mentioned that Z. Chaffee, 
the teustee of the A. & W. eee Manufac- 
turing Company, who has hitherto appeared 
to be very cordially inclined toward Gov. 
Sprague, has becomean ally of the other side, 
and taken up the cudge) in behalf of Mrs. 
Sprague. is factisshown in his appoint- 
ment of Mr. Thompson, oneof Mrs. Sprague’s 
counsel, whom she left in charge of her affairs, 
as custodian of the property at Canonchet. 
The result of his night trip to the place is 
looked forward to with grees interest by the 
peeple here, and there some speculation 
whether the shot-gun battery will be opened 
under the driving storm which now prevails.

Coal Odl Running to Waste. 
Bradford (Pa.) Cor. New York Sun. 

There are in round numbers nearly 8,000 
produc oil wells inthe Bradford district. 
heir daily yield is 70,000 barrels. The lower 
or old oil fields are producing 12,000 barrels a 
day. The daity demand for petroleum is 55, 
000 barrels. This ts the amount now run by 
thé pipe lines. The accumulation of oil for 
which there is no present demand long ago 
exhausted the storage capacity. For three 
months 6,000 barreis have been runaoing to 
waste every day. There are 2,000,000 barrels 
of petroleum in wooden tanks at the wells. 
It is estimated that there are at least 8,000,000 
barrels of accumulated stocks in the storage 
tanks of thé pipe lines. The oil that is run- 
ning to waste is run upon the ground and in- 
to the creeks. Enterprising individuals 
build dems along these streams and collect 
the floating *‘grease.” Hundreds of barrels 
are pumped off and stored in improvised 
tanks teawait a market. Individual produ- 
cers are building private tanks to store the 
over production. There are now 400,000 bar- 
rels of this tankage in this region. The num- 
ber of weils steadily increases every month. 
in spite of the situation. 

The Bradford wells are all flowing wells. 
This fact is what caused the abandoning of 
so mamy of the wells in the lower field, they 
being all pumpers. Until recently the *‘suck- 
er - rod and pumping engine were almost 
unknown inthe Bradford field. Now theg 
arein demand. Manyofthe old wells have 
fallen off greatly in their yield. The supply 
companies cannot furnish enough sucker- 
rods and eoginos to meet the call for them. 
Second-hand ones from the lower. field find 
aready marketat good prices. This resort 
to the pump is creating no little umeasiness 
in the field. It indicates that the gas is fail- 
ing. A flowing well on being pumped in- 
creases its yield largely, but the continuance 
of a full yield beoomes uncertain. ‘The pos- 
itively defined area ofthe Bradford oil-pro- 
ducing field includes over 65,000 acres. There 
is a well to every five acres of land that has 
been developed, which leaves about 30, 000 
acres yet to drill. Wells on this territory 
will not be put down with such reckless 
haste as bas cbharacteriz:d past operations, 
because it is controlled by large companies 
of capitalists.

Tbe French drink par excellence, and the 
Parisian drink par essence, is coffee, that 
slow poison which supported the old.age of 
Voltaire, and which dia not prevent Fonte- 
nelle from becoming a centenarian. In no 
country in Europe, except Turkey, is coffee 
so well roasted, ground and brewed as in 
France, and in the commonest cafe you will 
get a cup of coffee which is nectar compared 
withthe muddy and acrid mixtures which 
are sold as coffee in London and Berlin. In 
the Parisian cafes two measures are in vogue: 
the demi-tasse, served in a cup, and the maz- 
agran, served in a long glass, and stirred up 
with a long spoon as slender and graceful as 
the body of Sara Bernhardt. You will find 
in some vocabularies for the use of the for- 
eigner thatthe name mazagran is only 2 
plied to cold coffee. This is an error, like 
that of imagining that a giass holds more than 
acup. 


Ninety Miles a Minute. 
From the New York Times. 


There was turned out from the Grant Lo- 
eomotive works in Paterson N. J., yesterday, 
a new locomotive of peculiar constructien 
intended for the Pitsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago railroad. Eugene Fontaine, the in- 
ventor, claims that this locomotive can be 
made to go 90 miles an hour, while the ma- 
chinery is run no faster than that of an ordi- 
nary locomotive traveling at the rae of 60 
miles an hour. The machinery is all on top 
of the boiler instead of under it. The driving 
wheel reste On another wheel, which in turn 
rests on the track. This lower wheel has two 
rims, one a foot smaller than the other. The 
outer sim touches the track, and the inner or 
smaller rim supports the drwing wheel. 
The motion of the driving wheel thus com- 
municated is magnified by this arrangement 
so that the Jower wheel turns one-third faster 
than the driving wheel, and so the speed is 
increased. The smaller ram of the lower 
wheal bears to the larger rim a relation simi- 
lar to that of a very large hub to any wheel. 
Of course any rate of motion communicated 
tosuch a hub is greatly magnified at the 
periphery of the wheel. In the same way the 
motion of the driving wheel in this case is 
magnified by the peculiar arrangement of the 
wheel it rests upon. Mr. Fontaine believes 
that his locomotive, if it were not for the in- 
creased resistance of the air, could berun at 
the rate of 107 miles an hour. He expects it 
to make 80 miles an houreasily. The ma- 
chinery of the new locomotive, which stood 
ered up on blocks, was putin motion on 

turday with satisfactory results. Many 
railroad men have visited it.

they did not wish to hurt him. They then 
proceeded to the jail, broke open the doors 
and, after hammering thecage awhile. were 
heard calling: Come out of there; come 
out of there!’’ several times. Then ten or 
twelve shots were heard, though mostly 
pistols, and the men, thought to be about 
thirty in number, marched away. Wren 
they were gone Lindsey Portwood, Dadle 
Brothers and Wesley Richardson were foun 
dead in the cage and the door of the cage 
broken open. Se had been committed ten 
days before for violating graves. 

Coréner W. T. Marler summoned a jury and 
held an irquest. Dr. Willtm A. Brown, ex- 
amined the bodies in the presence of the jury 
and made out a statement in writing of the 
nature and number of the wounds and st ited 
that they all came to their death by shot 
wounds. ThomesR. Nesmith, solicitor,sum- 
moned and examined before the jury every 
person from whom it was supposed any tes- 
timony could be obtained, but no discovery 
was made as to who committed the crime. 
The citizens of Vermon met and prepared good 
plain coffins and dressed the dead ia neat suits 
and gave them decent burial. The colored 
people refused to aid and seemed to have a 
superstitious fear of coming near the dead. 
The ormme committed by these unfortumate 
men and the facts and manner of its dis- 
covery are about as follews: One day last 
month a negro named Dock Poe, being 
sick and thinking he was about to 
die, unburdened his conscience to his nurse, 
an old negro woman named Jude Dobbins, 
and named the above three as engaged in the 
crime, and told that some of the human bones 
they had been operating with were about the 
house. Aunt Jude, thinking that Poe would 
die, and being superstitiously alarmed, com- 
municated her information toa white woman. 
The white people, finding that several graves 
had been dug into, became excited and were 
threatening summary vengence. Some pru- 
dent citizens obtained a warrant, and suc- 
ceeded in arresting the three named above 
for violating graves. Poe being sick, they 
did not disturb him. The prisoners, when 
arreeted, separately confessed the crime, and 
each told about the same story. Each was 
taken to the graves separately and each 
pointed out the graves they had opened. The 
prisoners were then taken before a magis- 
trate, who, upon their full confession, com- 
mitted them to jail. The citizens who had 
the matter in hand had great difficuity in 
protecting the prisoners until they were 
lodged in jail, and for several days after- 
ward the Sheriff and citizens of Vernon 
feared something like what has now hap- 

ened, but all seemed to have become quiet. 

e people afterwards opened and examined 
the graves. One, in which a man had been 
buried about thirty-five years, had been dug 
out to the bottom and the decayed bones 
were mixed with the dirt to the top and 
some of them were found out of the grave. 
The negroes saidthey did not take any of 
them, because they were toe much decayed. 
The other was that of a Mrs. Tom Poe, 
who had been buried about two years. The 
left hand of the corpse had been pulled off at 
the wristand was missing. The right arm 
had been pulled off at the shoulder and was 
missing, andthe corpse was mangled and 
turned about inthe coffin. The lid had been 
merely laid back andthe grave filled. The 
negroes said they had taken away the hands. 
They all had bones about their persons, which 
they said were from Mrs. Poe’s hands. These 
bones are now in possession of Sheriff Lacy, 
and are said not to belong to the same hu man 
hand. It is believed that several other graves 
have been dug into. The graveyard where 
mest of the gigging has been done is at or 
bear Poplar Spring Church,in the south- 
west corner of this county, asd all the graves 
molested were the graves of white people. 

The cause of this strange conduct, as re- 
lated by the negroes themselves, is as fol- 
lows: During November and December last 
a negro by the name of Jerry Vaugn, from 
Mississippi, stayed among them and sold 
them rights amd recipes for working charms 
and performing miracles. ‘To acquire the 
*‘*cardcharm’’ three or more go to a grave, 
one kneels at the head and prays, one or more 
stand at the foot ann curse, the balance dig 
down and get the bones and fill up the grave 
again. the praying and cursing going on all 
the while. Then all join in a game of cards 
on the grave and ail have acquired -the 
‘chaim.’’? ‘They put the bones in a 
poke or string them and wear 
them about their body, and, as they 
expressed it, we have good iuck.’? They 
lick dust of human bones and wet the tips of 
thir fingers while they handle or play cards, 
and have good luck.“ They rub the cards 
against the bones about their body for luck.“ 
And they swallow the dust for good luck“ 
in any undertaking. Rumor has it that they 
said: ‘‘Ifa olack man will take a dose of the 
dust of a white woman’s bones he can then 
charm any white woman and do as he pleases 
with her.“ We do not vouch for this, as the 
prisoners never mentioned this charm to the 
Sheriff after they were put in jail, but they 
spoke freely of the others, and said they did 
not see that they had any better “‘luck.’’

Pecullarities of Maud 8. 
From the Chicago Stock Journal. 


Maud S., the champion trotter of the world, 
is a long-bodied mare, standing fifteen hands 
two and a half inches high at the withers and 
fully sixteen inches high at the hips. Her 
weight, in trotting condition, is 960 pounds, 
and her stride, when going at her best, on a 
straight track, is about eigbtęen feet. Inu her 
great feat at Chicago, September 18, when she 
trotted a mile in 2:10%, her stride, when com- 
ing down the home stretch against a high 
wind, was a little lees than seventeen feet. 
She wears *‘shin boots“ and “‘scalpers,’’ and 
carries a fifteen - ounce shoe with a four-ounce 
toe weight in front, and an eight-ounce shoe 
behind. She is usually driven in a bridle 
without ‘*blinds,’” but, in the trial above al- 
luded to, a blind bridle was used. The reason 
for this change, as given by her driver, Mr. 
Bair, is, that in her trial of Thursday, Sep- 
tember 16, when she trotted a mile in 2:11%, 
he thought it best to touch her lightly with 
the whip when coming down the home 
stretch. She saw the whip lifted for the 
stroke and swerved from it. He then touch- 
ed heron the other side to straighten her 
course, and another swerve, which resulted 
in a break, by which she lost a second of time, 
was the consequence. This was the first time 
be had ever touched her with a whip, and he 
argued that with ‘‘blinkers’”’ he could do this 
without causing herto swerve. The result 
of Saturday’s trial proved the correctness of 
his conclusions, and in her trials hereafter 
blinkers will always be used. 

She is a mare of very strong will and it is 
necessary to handle her with great gentle - 
ness. Aman who would fight ber would 
soon render her entirely unmanageable. And 
in this she is the counterpart of her grandam 
Enchantress, as well as of her sire, Harold, 
and his full brother, Lakeland Abdallah. The 
old mare had the courage and resolution of 
a bulldog, and this quality descended to all 
her produce. Harold and Lakeland Abdal- 
lah both possess it to a remarkable degree, 
and, if they had fallen when young into gentle 
careful hands, as Maud S. fortunately did, it 
is certain they would have both been distin- 
guished as fast trotters. Black Maria, a 
daughter of Enchantress, also possesses the 
same peculiarity of disposition. Her head is 
almost an exact fac simiHe of that of Maud S., 
clearly indicating that resolution, will and 
energy which, if carefully handled and edu- 


cated, is the most valuable quality that a 


horse can possess, but which, if abused and 
perverted, makes a dangerous instead of a 
useful animal. It has long been a subject of 
remark among horsemen who are familiar 
with the descendants of Old Abdallah, thatfin 
the matter of endurance and strong wal pow: 
er, they have no superior even among the 
most distinguished thoroughbreds. It is no 
wonder, therefore, that Harold, whoseJsire 
and dam were by this famous old horse, 
should possess this trait, and that he should 
have transmitted to his daughter, Maud S.

The Grandest Canyon in Colorado. 


From the Gunnison News. 


The grand canyon of the Gunnison, which 
begins only a short distance from town, 1s 
equal in grandeur and wildness of scenery to 
the canyon of the Colorado and throws the 
canyon of the Arkansas into the shade. It is 
upward of forty miles long and the moun- 
tains rise on either side to the heigut of up- 
wards of 5,000 feet. As yet the trout alone 
traverse the cleft mountain pass. The quick- 
est way tosend orget « dispatch from the 
outside world is via Lake City. The time con- 
sumed between Lake City and Gunnison is 
one stage, or twelve hours, while a dispatch 
from South Arkansas requires five days to 

here, as it follows the present very cir- 
cutous mail route and takes the back track 
to Pueblo, thence to Alamosa, Lake City and 
Gunnison, over 300 miles out of a direct line. 
Thus a dispatch sent from Denver to Gumui- 
son, via South Arkansas, would take two 
days longer to reach its destination than 
would a letter from the same point. The 
Denver and Rio Grande Railroad people say 
they will be in Gunnison before the snow of 
this year covers the prairie.

A Novel Foot-Warmer. 
From the Scientific News. 


The new plan devised by a French engineer 
for beating railway cars appears to give satis- 
factory resuits so far. It consists simply in 
the use for the foot-warmers of acetate of 
soda,a substance which has considerable 
latent heat, and, dissolving at a certain tom - 
perature, absurbs a large quantity of heat, 
which becomes sensible during crystalliza- 
tion in cooling. All that is required is to fill 
the ordinary cases with a sufficient amount of 
the acetate. close them. and place them ina 
stove at about one bundred degrees. The 
cooling of a case thus charged and heated 
takes twelve to fifteen hours. ‘The warmers 
are thereafter taken from the compartments 
and placed in astove, where the crystals of 
soda acetate are redissolved, and they are 
then ready forfresh use. The advantages 
claimed for this system are: No necessity of 
changing warmers every two or three hours, 
er of maintaining numerous employes to at- 
tend to them, also economy in cost of heat- 
ing, ete. :

There were 
forty-six more accidents this year than 
last, which shows a move in the right di- 
rection. What with political excitement 
reigning through the country and the 
large movement of population into Indiana 
during September, the only wonder is 
that there were not more. Altogether 
there were one hundred and twenty- 
four oasualties, in which fifteen persons 
were killed and fifty-four injured. The 
railway accident statistics have been re- 
duced to a fine point, and predictions can 
now be made with striking accuracy as to 
their number and description. It would 
tend alittle to the peace of mind of the 
floating population of this country if a 
little more time was put in figuring outa 
way to reduce these numbers and not so 
much in classifying them.

James Gooch, a young man 
inthe congregation, oid not havea cent, and 
being moved by the minister's appeal he at- 
tempted to borrow ten cents from a man next 
to him. The mau retused. Gooch then took a 
pistol from his pocket and offered it as collat- 
eral, The man took the pledge, aud while ex- 
umining it the weapon went off, sending a ball 
through the brain of Gooch, killing him in 
stantly. 


We have late advices from Rock Hill which 
indicate that the sender of this telegram left 
the scene of the tragedy too soon. The pistol 
pawned by Gooch for ten cents was one of 
the old-fashioned kind with no stopper for 


tbe cock to rest upon, and the wadding from it 


set fire to a lady sitting directly behind him. 
Before the flames could be extinguished the 
church was set on fire and the congregation 
was entirely consumed. During the attempt 
of the neighbors from the surrounding 
country to extinguish the flames an old feud 
broke out among the Dodson and Chambers 
families anda fight with pistols and guns 
took place which lasted thirty-six hours and 
resulted in the death of nearly eight hundred 
of the leading citizens of Jasper county. 
The concussion of the battle brought on a 
terrific storm of wind and rain which killed 
and drowned 2,000 persons. The population 
of the county has been so thinned out by 
these untoward events that it is doubtful 
whether any election will be held within 
twenty miles of Rock Hill next Tuesday.

Because Nobody Would Bid on the Masonic 
. Mali Building. 


On behalf ot the Life Association of America 
Insurance Commissioner W. S. Relfe made an 
attempt this noon to sell the Masonic Hall 
building, on the northwest corner of Seventh 
and Market streets. But it was us less. Although 


the buildinw is a very fine one and its sale had 
been well advertised, yet no bidders appeared 
in responsreto the sonorous calls of Judge 
Phil. S. Lanham. who officiated as auctioneer, 
The saie was nxadvertised for 12 
o'clock, but owing to the non- 
appesrance of either the crowd or the 
auctioneer did not begin until 12:30. There 
were then presenc some half dozen real estate 
agents, two or three brokers, a lot of acci- 
dentals who, in passing, were attracted by 
te red flag, and neurly all the small boys of 
the neigbborhbood. Mr. Jos. T. Donovan, on 
behalt of Mr. Relfe, stood up betore the sniv: 
ering, blue-nosed crowd and read the adver- 
tisement and order cf sale. The property 
wus offered subject to a lien of 
$140,000 at eight per cent per annum, 
se cured by deed of trust, und dueJune 1, 1834. 
The only other claim upon the property is for 
two years’ taxes. The rental derived from the 
Whole building for the past year was $11,000, 
or something less than the interest on the 
$140,000 of bones. After this had beenduly ex- 
plained, Judge Lunhum put on one of bis wid- 
est October smiles and announced that bid- 
ding was in order. lle entreated the cold 
crowd to bid; he weaved one of his crutches 
and grew twemulousin his effort tosecure a bid. 
He finally offered to loan Theo. lVapin a dollar 
tomake abid with, but that gentleman de- 
clined,saying he didn't went to pay the inter- 
est on the bonds. Just asthe sale was going 
to be postponed Mr. James Hazard, of the 
firm of Hazard & Wilson, coal deM®ers, came 
ulong and wes persuaded to putin a bid of 
510,000. He had not heard the terms of the 
sale, and whenhe learned of the $140,00U 
lien he quickly withdrew bis bid. This 
knocked the props out from under Judge 
Lanham, and the sale was onnounced us 
postponed to noon otf January 10, 1881, atthe 
wain entrance ofthe building. Among those 
present to day were Theo. Papin, Eugene 
Renoist, Wm. C. Little, Jno. D. Vincil, Sam 
Semple, and Messrs. Bulkley, Crane, Wilson 
and Donovan.

THE FISH COMMISSIONERS, 


Pisciculture in Missouri—ATalk With Col. 
Reidand Gov. Woodson. 


Col. John Reid, of Lexington, and ex-Gov. 
Silas Woodson, of St. Joe, who constitute 
two-thirds ot the State Board of Fish Com- 


missioners, are in the city to-day on fish busi- 
ness. Gen. Ewing, the other member of the 
board, did not come down. ‘This afternoon 
Messrs. Woodson and Reid are out at Forest 
Park seining for carp in the central pond. 
Last fallthey put into this pond about 400 
carp, and last spring about as many more. 
Since then no examination has 
been made to see how the 
fish prospered. If they are found 
to-day to be as thrifty as they ought to oe, a 
portion of them will be removed to St. Joseph 
tothe new hatchery there, anda few will be 
distributed to private parties throughout the 
State who have asked for them from the Com- 
missioner. It is by no means certain that 
these carp have done as well at Forest Park as 
was expected. There are rumors that musk- 
rats have flourished in the park greatly this 
year and thatthey have been regular hunters 
of carp. Some time ago some traps were 
put into the ond to catch the 
muskrats, and probably the carp have en- 
joyed life better since. The commission has 
labored under very serious difficulty in this 
State since its organization from‘the lack of 
artificial hatching tacilities. But now a hatch- 
ery has just been completed at St. Joseph at 
an expense of $2,000, which will be ample for 
vll time to came. The land for this hatchery 
was donated by St. Joe. A pool forty feet b 

twenty has been formed right at the mout 

of a fine spring. Two huadred thou- 
sand California salmon eggs are now 
batching in this pool. They will be ready for 
general distribution throughout the State 
about the first ot January. In general the 


commission bas distributed more fisn in the 


waters of the Southwestern portion of the State 
than elsewhere. Several hundred thousand 
shad and brook trout have been thas distrib- 
uted inthe past year. Generally these have 
done wal. Gov. Woodson and Mr. Reid will 
re main iu town fora couple of days and talk 
fleh to all who desire.

The superintendents and general passenger 
agents of the various railroads interested in 
the tri angular St. Louis, Chicago and Kansas 
City passenger rate war are holding a meeting 
in Chicago to- day to try and fix up matters. 
Inthe meantime the situation remains un- 
changed in St. Louis. The Vandalia is main- 
taining its $5 00 limited rate to Chicago, but 
the other roads only sell at regular rates. It 
is universally believed that the out- 
come of the Chicago meeting to-day 
vill be a lower regular rate for both 
Chicago and Kansas City. Indeed, it is not 
easy to see bow there can be any peace except 
onsuch a basis.
